SENATE VOTES TO PUT 254 
WAR PLANTS IN RESERVE POOL 


WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP)— 
The Senate today passed a bill to 
put 254 war pants into a reserve 
defense pool. The vote sending 
the bill to the House was unani- 
mous. 

The plants produced aircraft, ex- 
plosives, nonferrous. metals, ma- 
chine tools, iron, magnesium and 
other war products, They cost 
more than three billion dollars. 

The War Assets Administration 
now hods 133 of the plants, Fifty- 
three are under lease, 37 are still 
in Government production and 31 
have been sold under security pro- 
visions that permit the Govern- 
ment to recover them in an emer- 
gency.

Court of Honor Ceremony. 

parade with about 10,000 
marchers and numerous bands 
preceded the dedication of the 
Court of Honor. The cornerstone 
of the court was laid nearly three 
years ago, but the 16 granite tab- 
lets bearing the names of 2573 St. 
Louisans who gave their lives in 
the recent war were unveiled for 
the first time. A single star on 
a temporary mounting -represent- 
ed the dead of St. Louis County. 

The signal for the unveiling was 
Bare by Mrs. Ernest Roehr, 5311 

ollege avenue, representative of 
Gold Star Mothers. Mrs. Roehr 
Was the mother of 18-year-old 
twins, Russell, killed with the 
Army in France, and Robert, lost 
on a Navy destroyer in the Pa- 
cific. + 

The latter son, Robert, was a 
former copy boy, for the Post- 
Dispatch. He ent down with 
the destroyer Morrison off Oki- 
nawa in June 1945. His twin, 
Russell, was killed the previous 
July. Three other sons in the 
service survived. 

Mrs. Roehr was escorted by Gen. 
Jonathan Wainwright, hero of 
Corregidor. At her direction, 16 
service men, four each from 
Army, Air Force, Navy and 
Marines, drew back the gold-bor- 
dered purple drapes to disclose the 
tablets. 1 — 

Gen. Wainwright's tall, spare 
figure towered above Mrs. Roehr 
as she gave the signal to unveil 
the tablets. Though not a sched- 
uled speaker, he made a few 
brief remarks in tribute to the 
dead as “my comrades, whose sac- 
rifices are beyond our mortal ef- 
forts to honor.” 

Address of Mayor. 

In a brief address, Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann said, “It is signifi- 
cant that these ceremonies should 
take place on the eve of St. Louis’s 
Week of Rededication, preceding 
the visit of the Freedom Train, 
during which time it is my pray- 
ful hope that every man, woman 
and child in this city will rededi- 
cate himself to the ideals of free 
government, for the preservation 
of which so much blood has been 
spilled over the years. We must 
not, we dare not, take for granted 
our heroic heritage of freedom. 
The alternative to vigilant citizen- 
ship is enslavement and a betrayal 
of the men whose names are 
carved on these walls and on 
other monuments the nation over.” 

Other participants in the dedi- 
cation were Bishop Leo J. Steck, 
reeently named to the Catholic 
Diocese. of Salt Lake City; the 
Rv. Rolland Dutton, pastor of Del- 
mar Baptist Church; Rabbi 
Samuel Thurman, United Hebrew 
Temple; Presiding Judge Luman 
F. Mathews, St. Louis County 
Court; 
chairman of the dedication com- 
mittee, who acknowledged the 
numerous wreaths sent by patri- 
otic organizations. 

Bishop Steck declared the mes- 
sage of the memorial was to the 
living rather than the dead. “It 
must serve as a constant reminder 
that it is for us the living to pre- 
serve that for which they died— 
freedom — freedom from want, 
from fear, freedom of religion, of 
speech and press,” he said. 
Four thousand seats were pro- 
vided for, members of Gold Star 
families, members of the consular 
corps and other dignitaries.

A suit by four investment brok- 
ers, agents for the Calverton 
Paint Co. of Baltimore, Md., which 
is seeking to acquire control of 
125,475 shares of stock in the Rear- 
don Co., to secure their brokerage 
fee of $45,484, was filed in Circuit 
Court in Clayton today.

He is a solid, easy-moving quiet- 
spoken man, with the big: Scandi- 
navian build, and the broad, well- 
featured, pleasant Scandinavian 
face. Put a blue cap on him, 
weather his skin a little, and he 
might be a big Norwegian sea 
captain. He walks through the 
California Capito] corridors as a 
rather genial sea captain might 
walk his vessel’s familiar deck. 
And although he shows no signs 
of wishing to imitate the autoc- 
racy of the ‘master of a ship, he 
is‘reputed to have steered Califor- 
nia knowingly through very diffi- 
cult times. | 

For purposes of this report, how- 
ever, his appearance is consider- 
ably less important than his views. 
These are generally supposed to 
be mysterious and imprecise. In 
fact, however, he has just surveyed 
the whole panorama of American 
policy, both domestic and foreign, 
saying where he stands on almost 
every issue, in a radio broadcast.

In this broadcast, which was his 
sole rather obscure campaigning 
gesture, Warren did not speak in 
terms of specific measures, so that 
one cannot say whether he would 
support this bill or oppose that. 
But if he was not indulging in the

Warren’s keynote takes the form 
of the statement: “The American 
people want to know whether the 
Republican party has grown with 
the years, whether it has learned 
from the world-shaking events of 
recent years.” 

This problem, you learn as you 
talk to Warren, is his chief pre- 
occupation. Very few Republicans 
in Washington are wise enough 
to realize, as they sniff the heady 
scents of victory next November, 
what peril awaits them thereafter. 

Danger to Party. 

Yet the peril is visible in the 
form of the paunchy representa- 
tives of every greedy special in- 
terést in the United States, come 
out of hiding and stalking the 
Capitol corridors. These men are 
now surrounded by members of 
Congress slapping them on the 
back and calling them good old 
Bil.” If the next Republican 
President is not a strong and 
wise man, the election will be fol- 
lowed by such a scene of snatch 
and grab, such a carnival of turn- 
ing the clock back, such a whole- 
sale surrender to reaction as will 
turn the collective stomach of the 
country.

“The Democratic membership of 
the Banking Committee wants the 
bill sent to the House floor for 
action,” Spence said. “The hous- 
ing situation is one of the most 
critical situations in America and 
something should be done.” 

Meanwhile, a leading Repub- 
lican told reporters privately that 
it is “increasingly unlikely” that 
a housing bill anywhere near as 
far-reaching can pass before Con- 
gress ad journs.

The Vice-Presidency 


In less than three weeks, the first of the two 
presidential nominating conventions will be in 
session in Philadelphia. Then the Democratic 
convention will follow the Republican after only 
a short interval. One of the two is not only cer- 
tain to name the next President of the United 
States, but may actually name the next two 
Presidents. | . 

A review of the office of Vice President, print- 
ed in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, showed that 
seven of our 33 Presidents have ascended to the 
highest office in the land, not through election, 


but via the vice presidency on the death in of- 


fice of the preceding President. Prior to Harry 
S. Truman, these Presidents were John Tyler 
- (1841), Millard Fillmore (1850), Andrew Johnson 


(1865), Chester Alan Arthur (1881), Theodore 


Roosevelt (1901) and Calvin Coolidge (1923), 

With the notable exception of Theodore Roose- 
velt—and he was given a vice presidential nom- 
ination by G.O.P. Boss Platt to get him out of 
the Governor’s chair at Albany—these men had 
little in the way of executive ability or the qual- 
ity of leadership. Proof of this lies in the fact 
that, of. the six, only Theodore Roosevelt and 
Coolidge were nominated for full terms after 
they had filled out the unexpired. terms of the 
men whose shoes they were called to fill. 

The stakes, both national and international, 
are too great in 1948 to make choices for the 
vice-presidential nominations according to the 
established formula. This is no year to name a 
possible, if not probable, President because he 
will give “balance” to the ticket, appease a “dis- 
appointed faction,” provide “favorite son” or sec- 
tional appeal or be useful in obtaining campaign 
fund contributions. With a President in office 
who moved up from the vice-presidency, this is 
a campaign year in which convention delegates 
should be impressed with the fact that second 
place is a potentially vital place. 

We addressed ourselves a few days ago to the 
unfitness of Gov. Green of Illinois for second 
place on the Republican ticket. Since Dwight 
Green’s sorry record is little known outside his 
own state, this is a real danger. He, however, 
is not the only Republican who would be lost in 
the great office of the President of the United 
States. Speaker Martin of Massachusetts is an- 
other. The list, of course, could be extended. 
Should the Democrats name some reactionary 
from the South to appease the revolting elements 
in that region, they would be taking the same 
risk. 

‘Both conventions this year should make their 
choice for Vice President with as much care as 
they make their ‘selections for President. 
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A Millennium, Practically 

Two British destroyers were sunk seven years 
ago because a stenographer wrote “empty of am-. 
munition” instead of “plenty of ammunition,” 
which had been dictated. But this kind of thing 
isn’t going to happen often in the future, be- 
cause the Systems and Procedures Association of 
America is going to take human error out of 
clerical work and bring the machine age in. 

Offices already have uncanny statistical ma- 
chines, motor-driven typewriters, the teletype, a 
variety of recording machines and other labor- 
saving devices. Just ahead, perhaps, lies an 
electronic brain to compose, dictate, print, sign 
and mail letters without a single second-thought 
or halting er-ah. But the S.P.A.A. isn’t satis- 
fied yet. It dedicated itself at its recent conven- 
tion to “free the white collar worker from rou- 
tine and permit him to exercise judgment,” to 
give him “self-recognition as a productive en- 
tity” and higher pay and shorter hours to boot. 

This opens up cheerful vistas. Glamorous 
Geraldine can queen it over the reception.desk, 
fix her nails, read her romance and exercise 
judgment, too. George, the office boy, can con- 
tinue his main jobs of operating the office base- 
ball pool and sparring with the girl file clerk, 
but still become a productive entity. These peo- 
ple, and a lot of people who work for their liv- 
ing, may look forward to robots that will do so 
much of the grubbing work that human beings 
will quit after 35, 30, 25 hours a week.

There is often a considerable gap between 
promise and performance. Take the case of the 
Missouri Public Expenditures Survey, a state- 
wide organization with many St. Louis banker 
and industrialist trustees. From its headquarters 
in Jefferson City, it issues monthly a publication 
called “Your Tax Money.” Each issue states the 
purpose of the publication: To inspire and aid 
every citizen in constructive efforts to secure 
greater efficiency and economy in government 
so that the tax burden for each individual may 
be lessened.” 

With a mission such as that, the Missouri Pub- 
lic Expenditure Survey should be going it ham- 
mer and tongs after the proposed wasteful in- 
vestment of $400,000 of tax money in a new law 
school for Negroes in St. Louis. The state now 
spends $807 a year for each Negro law student 
to $228 for each white law student at Columbia. 
If Negroes were admitted to the law course at 
the University of Missouri, nearly a half million 
dollars could be saved or devoted to genuine 
educational needs. No appropriation could be a 
fairer target for an organization which seeks to 
acquaint the taxpayers of Missouri with pertinent 
facts regarding the operation of their state 
government.” 

Yet the Public Expenditure Survey, has not 
peeped on the Negro law school issue. Edward 
Staples, executive director, has not taken-up this 
fight for the taxpayer. No word has come from 
the impressive list of trustees. Unless they take 
action soon, the faith of a lot of people is going 
to be sadly shaken.

Donnelly’s desk. What is the advice of Mr. 
Staples and the tax-alert gentlemen who engage 
him? Do they recommend that the Governor 
sign it and start Missouri on the road to a com- 
plete set of separate professional schools for 
Negroes, which would cost millions more? 
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‘Presidential Plea for Alaska 


Alaska is more vulnerable to enemy attack as 
a territory than it would be if it were a state. 
This fact appears to be the basis for President 
Truman’s request for the admission of Alaska. 

As it is, Alaska would be under extreme han- 
dicaps in defending itself from attack. Its life- 
line with the United States is burdened with 
monopoly and excessively high freight charges. 

Its means of moving materials and men around 
within its own borders are limited by poor roads 
and inadequate commercial air service. Its use 
of its natural resources for territorial defense is 
obstructed by controversy over title. 

If Alaska were made a state, the shipping 
monopoly which has been foisted on it would be- 
come illegal; the United States Supreme Court 
has already ruled that such an unfair discrim-

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That “Democratic” Czech Election 

In the Czechoslovakia election, the world has 
another example of the working of democracy, 
Communist style. Given the choice of voting 
Communist or handing in a blank ballot, the vot- 
ers returned a majority of 89 per cent for the 
Communist slate. Eleven per cent turned in 
blank ballots even though, according to radio re- 
ports, Communist watchers required that the bal- 
lots be marked in their presence. : 

In the election two years ago— he first free 
balloting in Czechoslovakia in 11 years—the dem- 
ocratic parties won 60 per cent of the votes. But 
the Communists, with only 30-odd per cent of 
the votes, demanded the premiership. By threats 
of a general strike and with the tacit intimida- 
tion of the Kremlin, the Communists were able 
to make Klement Gottwald premier. 

The Communists then took control of the Min- 
istry of Interior and of the national security po- 
lice. The security police invaded the offices of 
non-Communist parties, insisted on the dismissal 
of local anti-Communist officials and put poten- 
tial resisters under police surveillance. Thus 
Communist “democracy” ran its course until last 
February, when Jan Masaryk, son of the foun- 
der of the Czech Republic, committed suicide, or 
was murdered, and the voice of Eduard Benes, 
who had entertained hopes for Communist col- 
Communist control 


Now it is reported that Benes will resign, as 
President on grounds of “grave ill health.” What- 
ever his physical condition, Benes must be heart- 
sick that Czechoslovakia ever trusted the Com- 
munists to get their nose under the tent. 

The nations where parliamentary democracy 
survives—where men can choose on election day 
among competing slates—should note well the 
Czech example. 
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Who Speaks the Worst?

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Legal Leaks in Air Secrets 


Deeply concerned though it is, the United 
States Air Force will not be surprised by Attor- 
ney General Clark’s ruling on military informa- 
tion. It is as well aware as he that there is 
no law which can effectively prevent publica- 
tion of military secrets in peacetime. . |. 


In the specific case on which Mr. Clark ruled, 
the magazine Aviation published a report that 
a United States airplane had exceeded the speed 
of sound. The Attorney General was undoubt- 
edly correct in saying there was no evidence of 
any intention to injure the United States. 
the same time, there is ample evidence to con- 
vince any impartial person that the United 
States was in fact injured. The absence of harm- 
ful intent may mitigate the offense in a legal 
sense, but it does not mitigate the injury, and 
it does not lessen the real—as contrasted with 
the legal—offense. : 

Supersonics is, like atomic energy, one of the 
fields in which potential enemies are most in- 
terested in ferreting out our secrets. It is one 
of the ‘fields in which unauthorized information 
will do them the most good, and us the most 
harm. A fact here and a fact there could speed 
up their research or save them years of fruitless 
investigation. 

No one wants censorship, but it ought to be 
possible for any responsible editor to strike a 
middle ground between suppression of the news 
and irresponsibility toward national security. 
Aviation trade publications have been particular 


offenders in this regard. Not merely generalized , 


reports, but actual details, which other countries 


would do endless espionage work to obtain, have 


been published. It would be in order for the 
editors of these publications to do a little soul- 
searching and determine whether irresponsible 
journalism is an exercise of the freedom of the 
press or a threat to its continuance. 
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Innocent Until Proved Guilty 

Representatives of four organizations on At- 
torney General Clark’s latest “subversive” list 
have already: protested against being included 
as inimical to the United States. The president 
of the Congress of Anierican Women demands 
public apology from Mr. Clark. ‘How can vou,“ 
she asks in a telegram, “stigmatize thousands of 
women whose sons and husbands fought and 
died just to defeat such arbitrary practices?” 

We do not know the record of the Congress 
of American Women, but it is recalled that the 
Southern Conference for Human Welfare was 
smeared in Washington as “subversive” on an 
earlier occasion, And we wonder what evidence 
the Department of Justice has on the American 
Society for the Protection of the Foreign Born, 
whose name is on the newest blacklist. For this 
organization has done work for worthy aliens. 
Many American citizens have been glad to as- 
sociate themselves with its activities. 


The Department of Justice should adhere to 


the same standards of fair play which ought to be 
required of the Thomas committee, If the Fed- 
eral Government has a case against an organiza- 
tion, let it say what that case is and let it docu- 


ment it. 
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Why Nurses Are Scarce 


Professional body disputes the view that the shortage can be solved 


by relaxing requirements; the trend in medicine requires more thor- 
ough training rather than less; believes the increased demand for 


nursing service can be met only by making the career more attractive. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch - 


Today, the American public stands chal- 
lenged by one of the gravest threats to its 
national standards of health. The Ameri- 
can Nurses’ Association, which represents 
more than 160,000 of the country’s regis- 
tered professional nurses, has undertaken 
a nationwide program to resolve this crisis 
in nursing service. 


All too frequently referred to as the nurs- 
ing “shortage,” the current situation is ac- 
tually the result of an unprecedented de- 
mand for nursing care. Although the 
United States has many more registered 
nurses than ever before, the need for serv- 
ice is also at a new high. There are many 
reasons, prin¢ipally the tremendous growth 
of voluntary prepaid insurance plans, the 
great expansion of public health programs, 
such vast medical programs as that of the 
Veterans’ Administration, thg rising birth 
rate, and augmented hospital construction. 


Low Pay, Long Hours 


Three major factors discourage prospec- 
tive recruits from entering and many regis- 
tered nurses from remaining in their field: 

1. Economic insecurity and unsatisfactory 
conditions of employment. ® 


2. Lack of adequate control of nursing by 
the states, 


3. Faulty distribution of nursing service. 


The latest Department of Labor statistics 
reveal that cash salaries for nurses re- 
quired to provide their own living quarters 
average only $170 to $175 per month, One 
out of four receives less than $145. Many 
still work 54 or more hours a week, while 
the vast majority work 48 hours. More 
than half do not receive compensation for 
ovértime. 

While all 48 states provide for the regis- 
tration of professional nurses, only 25 have 
laws covering the licensure of practical 
nurses and nurse attendants—and such li- 
censure usually is merely permissive. One 
state has mandatory licensure of all nurses 
which becomes effective in April 1949. 
Lacking such laws, the public is frequently 
at the mercy of unqualified persons who 
are permitted to practice “nursing.” 


Behind the Times " 


Nursing service should and must be 
equally available to all who need it, and 
yet the maldistribution continues to add to 
the crisis, Like most professionals, regis- 
tered nurses tend to concentrate in metro- 
politan areas. The American Nurses’ As- 
sociation has recognized this situation and 
has taken steps to remedy it. 


This, then, is what is principally wrong 
in nursing. The profession does not operate 
in a vacuum: it is part of a health organi- 
zation that is in many ways completely an- 
tiquated and entirely inadequate for the 
needs of the country. Nursing must be 
elevated to a position where it can compete 
with other fields. Only by the active inter- 
est and co-operation of the public can both 
the nursing profession and the country’s 
nursing care be rehabilitated. | 


One would think that in a situation such 
as this, all those groups most directly con- 
cerned with health care would co-operate. 
Many have, it is true. But some very, 


strange analyses of the situation have re 
cently appeared in the press. 

An example of this sort of thing is con- 
tained in an article entitled “The Nurse 
and the Specialist” reprinted by the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch from The Common- 
weal. The author, Dr. E. M. Bluestone, 
director of New York’s Montefiore Hos- 
pital, approaches the situation from a very 
peculiar point of view. 


The burden of Dr. Bluestone’s complaint 
is that the less trained and the less edu- 


cated a nurse is, the better for the patient. 


This extraordinary thesis is studded with 
expressions such as “Nursing does not be- 


long among the learned professions;” “Do 


we need, and can we afford, a highly edu- 
cated registered nurse for the sick on all 
occasions?”; and She may be a dunce in 
chemistry, but she is an angel at the 
bedside.’ ” 


Place for Practical Nurses a 


It is pointless to refute Dr. Bluestone's 
animad versions in detail, What is impor- 
tant is to recognize this as an attitude still 
held by many doctors and hospital admin- 
istrators, with the consequence that the 
nursing profession has the job not only of 
educating the public, but of ‘educating 
those who should know better. Indeed the 
remarks quoted represent an attitude of 
some hospital administrators who are in 
effect rationalizing the exploitation of 
nurses by their institutions. 


Dr. “Bluestone, like many others, is argu- 
ing for the wider use of the practical nurse 
in hospitals. The A.N.A, has no quarrel 
with the qualified practical nurse. It is 


_ fighting her battle also, and it believes that 


the practical nurse performs many impor- 


tant functions, 


For that matter, this is precisely one of 
the sore spots of the current nursing situa- 
tion. The professional nurse, due to hos- 
pital overcrowding and the needs of pa- 
tients, is all too often performing the kind 
of untrained and unskilled work which the 
qualified practical nurse is fitted for. What 
we have, therefore, is a waste of talents. — 


_ Demands of Modern Practice 


We are facing a basic point here which 
cannot be disguised by those who, like Dr. 
Bluestone, would apparently like to turn 
back the clock. The trend today is toward 
better and better preparation; many new 
drugs have been perfected which can be 
administered only by those with the neces- 
sary education, The medical profession, 
with very few exceptions, knows how im- 
portant it is to have well-prepared nurses.

Suggestions like Dr. Bluestone’s, that 
“one-year course with less than a high 
school education” is sufficient, are plainly 
dangerous. Nurses must be prepared to 
care for the patient as a whole—his physi- 
cal, mental and emotional well being.

The pic- 
tures of Stalin and the members 
of the litburo taken in Red 
Square on May day show them in 
full military regalia, viewing 
fleets of planes and miles of 
marching men. We are told of 
the largest tank ever made and 
of new bombers and fighters. 


Russia Wants Peace. 


But also, from the little that 
trickles out, we know that the 
Russian people are no more de- 
sirous of war than the American 
people are. Here was one real ac- 
complishment of the recent ex- 
change of notes and the public dec- 
larations that followed. Both peo- 
ples are longing for an assurance 
of peace. 

The knowing speak of Russia’s 
„peace offensive,” putting the 
whole affair down to a tactical 
maneuver intended to deflect 
American interest and weaken 
American determination. It can 
be interpreted that way and with 
considerable supporting evidence. 

Certainly Stalin's reply to Hen- 
ry Wallace's open letter was al- 
most entirely propaganda rather 
than a realistic effort to remove 
‘the obstacles that stand in the way 
of true peace. The reply repeated 
all the stale generalizations that 
have come out of the Soviet prop- 
‘aganda machine for the past three 
years. 

But it is.a mistake, in my opin- 
fon, to dismiss it entirely as a new 
tactic aimed at gaining what the 
tactic of bluster and threat {failed 
to gain. 

In the same way it is a mistake 
to assume that the little group of 
men in the Kremlin can entirely 


Soviet-United States chess game. 
Soviet Desertions. 


There is at least one piece of 
tangible evidence showing why 
the Kremlin might hesitate to 
send Russian troops into western 
Europe. That is the continuing 
desertions of Soviet officers at- 
tached to occupation troops sta- 
tioned in eastern Germany. At a 
rate that is growing fairly rap- 
idly, they are seeking refuge in 
the zones of Germany under con- 
trol of the United States and the 
British. The common soldier in 
the ranks of the Russian occupa- 
tion troops would probably be do- 
ing the same thing if he were not 
so closely supervised and, in fact, 
locked up each night in barracks. 

Here is the sign of an internal 
problem that may go much deeper 
than anyone can know. A recent 
visitor here from Berlin, thor- 
oughly familiar with the trend of 
desertions from Soviet ranks, pué 
it this way: ff. 

“The trouble is that we aren't 
set up to exploit what is appar- 
ently a pretty wide desire to get 
out and not go back to the old life 
of privation and oppression. 1 be- 
lieve if we could make a bona fide 
offer of 40 acres dnd a mule in 
the U.S.A. for every deserter— 
and really make good on it—they 
wouldn’t have an army in Ger- 
many very long. Not unless they 
locked them up all the time.” 


Sad Commentary. 


He was, of course, only half 
serious. But the point is that we 
should never cease trying to go 
over the heads of the men in the 
Kremlin to appeal to the desire of 
the great mass of the Russian 
people to live in peace, free of 
the threat of war. 

It has been said, and again with 
some supporting evidence, that the 
Soviet “peace offensive” has weak- 
ened United States determination 
to stand firm in western Europe 
with the strength and the re- 
sources to maintain independent 
nations there. That is a sad com- 
mentary on the uncertainty, the 
vacillation, of our own policy. 

Our position in the world re- 
quires strength — productive and 
military strength beyond the power 
of any “peace offensive” to shake. 
But our position also calls for the 
strength and the confidence to 
wage peace and to wage it effec- 


tively at every opportunity.

Mean Temperature of 65 De- 
grees, Slightly Below 
Normal for Month.

St. Louis U. Speaker Says 
Politicians Must Be Ex- 
perts in Field. 


which always hold true for poli- 
tics, Kurt von Schuschnigg, chan- 
cellor of Austria before the An- 
schluss with Germany, said today 


at commencement exercises at St. 
Louis University. 

The exercises, the university’s 
130th, were held in the gymna- 
sium, 3672 West Pine boulevard. 
A total of 775 students received de- 
grees. 

Stressing the close inter-relation 
between history and politics, 
Schuschnigg expressed the opin- 
ion that one of the majn sources 
of central European difficulties in 
the last 100 years stemmed from 
an exaggerated importance given 
to court and party historians “who 
are inclined to serve the ideologies 
or the resentments of a certain 
party more than the whole of a 
nation.” 

“A full objective history will 
always describe that there are no 
perfect ideals which entirely ob- 
tain in politics,“ the former chan- 
cellor said. “All we can do is strive 
to reach our ideals.” 

Every educated man should have 
a basic knowledge of history, the 
Speaker said, and politicians par- 
ticularly must be €xperts in the 
subject. 

“Every politican is bound to be, 
to a certain degree, also a his- 
torian, but by no means every his- 
torian should feel inclined to deal 
with politics,” he told the grad- 
uates.

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WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP)— 
The United States prodded Rus- 
sia again today for a new reply 
to the Ame British-French 
proposal to return the free terri- 
tory of Trieste to Italy, 

The State Department said in a 
note delivered to the Russian Em- 
bassy that the problem requires 
a “very early resolution,” and 
asked the Soviet Government to 
say what procedure it would ac- 
cept for considering the question. 
Department press officer Michael 
McDermott told reporters he un- 
derstood the British and French 
governments are sending similar 
notes. 

This is the fourth United States 
note on the proposed return of 
Trieste to Italy. Russia never has 
rejected the principle of the trans- 
fer, but it has objected to. amend- 
ing the Italian peace treaty as 
suggested by the three Western 
powers. Moscow contends this 
would constitute a “private con- 
ference” and is unacceptable.

For potatoes: Slice, real thin, 
enough potatoes for your needs 
Put them in a _ buttered pan, 
slightly overlapping, to make one 
layer, Sprinkle with salt and dot 
with butter. Now another layer 
and so forth until the pan is full. 
A pinch of French mustard goes 
on the top along with some melted 
butter. Press down and bake in 
a hot oven for about 46 minutes. 
Remove. Run a knife around the 
edges. Whack the pan smartly 
all around with the knife handle. 
If you have luck the potatoes will 
turn right out on the serving dish. 


For salad: Since I am consti- 
tutionally against putting toma- 
toes in green salad here is a 
chance to serve them correctly. 
Cut six skinned tomatoes in thick 
slices and sprinkle them with a 
very little sugar.

dressing of an egg yolk, a goodly 


pinch of salt, the same of dry 
mustard, a little chili pepper, a 
chopped and crushed clove of gar- 
lic and the grated rind of half a 
lime.

WHEN HE SAYS THAT. 


OMEBODY once told Richard 
8 Barstow when he was a little 

boy hoofing in an act on the 
Iantages Circuit that you can 
catch more flies with honey than 
with vinegar. Barstow, now the 
‘new dance director for Municipal 
Opera, long ago gave up catching 
flies as sport, but he finds the 
same tactics of good humor work 
in the arduous grind of training a 
dancing chorus for a season of 11 
productions. His happy-go-lucky 
disposition and constant buffoon- 
ery amuse the girls and boys of 
the chorus and make them forget 
that Barstow is working them as 
hard and as seriously as any mar- 
tinet director who might drive 
them with drill-master harshness. 

Out in the dance rehearsal pa- 
vilion on the west side of the 
theater, Barstow can usually be 
heard these days treating his sub- 
jects with mock pity or supplicat- 
ing them with exaggerated en- 
treaties. 

His patter runs something like 
this. “No, no, you wretched girl! 
Honey, you are entirely wrong. 
It’s one, two, three, four, not one, 
two, three and kick. . . Go back, 
you lost souls, and do it again. 
++ Hit, hit, left forward, you 
poor creatures! One, two, rump, 
bump, bump. . Tour feet, 
sweetheart. ‘You can almost get 

postage stamp under them, 
they’re coming so high. Would it 
be TOO much trouble to lift them 
just a LITTLE more? This 
number sort of looks like setting 
up exercises, you poor chil- 
eee Se” 

(After a run-through of the 
“Kinkajou” number for “Rio 
Rita,” ending with a final stomp 
and hands outthrust.) I'd never 
know what you're doing. Let me 
see.

“It’s all done. on the half toe, with 
the dancer in second position, that 
is, knee turned out and back. It’s 
very hard on the legs.” For chorus 


purposes, he said, he has exag- 


gerated, stylized and patterned 
Scottish dances, If done too tech- 
nitally en masse, it wouldn’t be 
very interesting to an American 
audience, he thinks, and he’ll rely 
on James Jamieson, Highland 
dance expert on leave from the 
cast of “Brigadoon,” to supply the 
more technical touches in solo 


work.

O create the dances, Barstow 
fell back on studies he had 
made while touring Scotland 
twice as a vaudeville dancer, on

He showed me his choreography 
shorthand for an “eightsome reel,” 
part of the production number 
to the song, “Oh, Tam, Come Kiss 
Me Noo.”

66 HY don’t my pot roasts 
look like those in lovely 
| colored pictures in the 
magazines or the modern new 
cook books? I follow their recipes 
to the letter, but what do IL get? 
[The bone looks so bleach and 
loose I could lift it out. The meat 
also shrinks so it does not have 
the plump, full-size look of the 
roasts in pictures.” This is a typi- 
cal remark of women who browse 
through publications containing 
food photographs. To give a satis- 
factory answer, we need to re 
member what takes place in any 
picture making, People always 
give themselves special grooming 
before being photographed in or- 
der to obtain as pleasing a pic- 
ture as possible. 
. Wrinkles’ are smoothed out, the 
‘clothing or props are chosen to 
point up all the good features 
| and lighting is done so as to tone 
down the less attractive ones. 
Making a picture of a tired and 
| ungroomed person would not give | 
anyone pleasure. Yet such a per- 
| son in real life might be con- 
sidered as a pretty fair looking 
individual. His personality, ges- 
tures and poise would make up for 
any surface defects and cause 
those defects to go unnoticed. The 
same thing happens when one 
views a well-cooked pot roast with | 
all of its moist lusciousnéss, fra- 
grant steam, and savory flavor. 


When we see such a roast in 
its natural setting on the dining 
| table, the loose bleached bone and 
that slightly shriveled look don't 
dother us. But a cruel camera 
would make a picture that would 
offend our eyes. The picture would 
also be one the advertiser would 
refuse to pay for and the en- 
graver and publisher would hate 
to see reproduced, So don’t worry 
if your roasts can’t match those 
in the pictures. When they are 
good to eat, they are attractive. 


Beef Pot Roast. 


Four-pound beef chuck, shoulder 
arm, round or rump, three tea- 
spoons. salt, r, it desired, 
three tablespoons shortening, one 
medium onion, sliced, one-quarter | 
cup hot water. 

Wipe meat with damp cloth. 
Rub with salt, and sprinkle with | 
pepper if desired. Heat fat in a 
heavy skillet or Dutch oven; put 
in meat and brown slowly and 
richly on all sides. Add onion and 
water, cover tightly and simmer 
until meat is perfectly tender, 
about 1% to 2% hours. Add more 
water, one-quarter cupful at a 
time, if needed to keep from going 
dry. If preferred, the meat after . 
browning and adding water may 
be codéked in a slow oven (300 de- 
grees Fahrenheit). Serve the liquid 
remaining in the pan as a gravy, | 
thickening if desired with a little | 
flour mixed to a smooth paste with | 
cold water. Eight to 10 servings. | 
Buying hints: The center cut of 
rump is recommended, the 7-bone | 
chuck, or the top round. Shoulder 
arm is also excellent and economi- 
cal.
